Shri Kanhaiya Lai Mishra was posted as Station Officer 
at Bhagwan Police Station. On 1st May, 1970, at about 
1200 hours, he received information about the presence of 
notorious dacoit Nanhai Singh alongwith his associates. Shri 
Mishra rushed to the hide-out of the dacoit with the avail- 
able Police force. On reaching the hide-out he divided the 
Police party into three groups. The Police party No. 1 
headed by Shri Mishra was to search Kalara Nallah. While 
searching the Nallah, Shri Mishra and his party reached 
within about 50 yards of the place where the dacoits were 
hiding, The dacoits opened fire on the Police and tried to 
escape. In complete disregard of his personal safety and 
without taking a cover Shri Mishra chased the dacoits in dis- 
regard of their bullets and shot down dacoit Nanhai Singh 
and two other dacoits of his gang. In this operation, he also 
captured one more dacoit. 

In the encounter Shri Kanhaiya Lai Mishra exhibited 
courage and devotion to duty.

Maharaj Singh Gujar started with petty thefts and in a 
short period he started committing dacolties and kidnappings 
in Sawai Madhopur district and other adjoining districts of 
Rajasthan and Uttar Pradesh He soon gained great notoriety 
and became a terror in these districts. In June 1970 Maha- 
raj Singh kidnapped two Baniyas from a passenger bus on 
the highway and demanded a large ransom. This incident 
created great panic in the minds of the public. Shri Narayan 
Singh, Superintendent of Police took upon himself the task 
of liquidating this dacoit He selected Shri Ram Chander 
Yadav, Inspector of Police, for assisting him in this task. 

On 27th July, 1970, information was received by Shri Ram 
Chander Yadav about the presence of dacoit Matiarai Singh 
in the dense forest near village Baidpura. Shri Ram Chander 
proceeded towards village Baidpura and by coincidence he 
saw dacoit Maharaj Singh coming to collect rations in the 
same village. Maharaj Singh at once took up position and 
started firing on the Police party in order to scare them 
away. Shri Yadav also took up position and returned the 
fire. Though Shri Yadav was taken by surprise, he did not 
lose his balance of mind and exchanged some shots with 
dacoit Maharaj Singh While firing, Shri Yadav took up 
position behind the trunk of a tree and the other members 
of the Police party took positions on the flanks. Shri Yadav 
then crawled to a vulnerable spot from where the dacoit was 
visible. In complete disregard of the risk involved he then 
shot the dacoit dead, 

In this encounter Shri Ram Chander Yadav displayed 
exemplary gallantry.

Dacoit Daulatia an accomplice of dacoit Maharaj Singh 
was wanted by the Police in a number of cases of murder, 
dacoily, loot and kidnapping. After the death of dacoit Maha- 
raj Singh in July, 1970, Daulatia held two kidnapped boys 
lifted by Maharaj Singh’s gang. These boys were kidnapped 
from a bus operating between Dholpur and Bharatpur on a 
highway in broad day light. Shri Amitabh Gupta while camp- 
ing at village Karauli got a report that Daulatia was likely to 
enter Masalpur area of his district. Next day, information 
was received by him that Daulatia was planning to kill the 
kidnapped boys. Shri Gupta collected the Police force avail- 
able and started in search of the outlaw. At about 3 A.M. 
on 30th July, 1970, the Police party reached village Lakhim- 
pur Ghati. They left the vehicles and started on foot, as the 
dacoit was likely to be alerted by the lights of the vehicles. 
After covering a distance of about 4 miles, the police party 
heard a low whisper of human beings. After assessing that 
the whispers were those of dacoit Daulatia and the two 
kidnappecs, the Police encircled the place. Daulatia got 
scent of the movements of the Police and took up position. 
Shri Gupta crawled towards the dacoit and when he was 
hardly about 25 paces from bint, Daulatia opened lire from 
bis automatic carbine towards him, but Shri Gupta kept up 
his balance of mind and fired two shots from his guns which 
hit the dacoit in his chest. 

In this operation, Shri Amitabh Gupta displayed great 
valour and courage and wiped out a hardened criminal.

On 3 1st July, 1970, information was received that a gang 
of hostilcs was camping in thick jungles in a village in 
Ukhrul Sub-Division and was planning to attack and snipe 
on the Security Forces. In the evening of 3rd August, 1970, 
a Manipur Rifles column was detailed to attack the hostilcs. 
When the vehicles were at some distance from the hide-out of 
the hosliles, the Police party stopped their vehicles and started 
on foot. After trekking through thick jungles, the column, 
on reaching the cantp of the hostilcs, divided itself into three 
groups. Shri Rant Parsad Tati was a member of the 
assaulting group. The other two groups were to move from 
left and riglu flanks with a view to encircle the gang. When 
this group had hardly covered a distance of about 100 yds., 
Shri Ram Parsad found himself on the perimeter of the camp 
of the hostilcs face to face with their sentry. They were not 
able to see each other earlier because of poor visibility. On 
seeing Shri Ram Parsad, the sentry pulled out his rifle and 
aimed at him. Unmindful of his personal safely, Shri Ram 
Parsad splinted at the sentry and grappled with him. As a 
result of the noise created because of the scuffle of the sentry 
and Shri Ram Parsad. the hostiles took to their heels. The 
Police column recovered a large number of documents and 
arms and ammunition from the camp of the hostiles, 

In this encounter Shri Ram Parsad Tati showed conspicuous 
gallantry in grapping with the sentry of the hostiles.

In July, 1969, a PlaLoon of 8th Battalion, Central Reserve 
Police Force, was deployed at Marat t and two platoons were 
deployed in i.akhemei m the far flung hilly areas of Manipur, 
to check the activities of the hostiles, who were plundering 
money and property of the villagers at gun-point. On the 
night of 5th July, 1969, the hostile? organised an attack to 
annihilate this solitary Police post. Because of the intense 
tog, the hostiles manoeuvred to reach unobserved within 
grenade throwing distance of the Police Post. On obtaining 
the information about the suspicious movement of the 
hostiles, Shri Indcr Singh ordered his men to “stand to" while 
ho himself proceeded to the sentry post. By this time the 
hostiles had surrounded the post from three directions and 
opened fire with automatic weapons, and hurled hand gre- 
nades. But Shri lnder Singh remained undeterred and con- 
tinued to direct and control the fire of his men by moving 
from position to position and instructing and encouraging the 
Police personnel in utter disregard of his personal safety. 
Because of Ihe remarkable determination and courage shown 
by Shri lnder Singh the hostiles retreated, In this incident, 
Snri Karan Bahadur was entrusted with the task of going 
round the inner peri-meter, to ensure that every man was in 
position to defend the area allotted to him. Shri Karan 
Bahadur carried out the assigned task unflinchingly and made 
judicious adjustments due to the absence of some men from 
the post that night. He remained unruffled in the face of 
the enemy fire and moved from posi ion to position in abso- 
lute disregard of his personal safety. He also used the stra- 
tegy of giving fake orders loudly for an assault on the 
hostiles. 

In the encounter Shri Karan Bah4dur exhibited gallantry 
and commendable courage.

RESOLUTION 

. C’OF-4(14)/71, — The requirements of shunting loco- 
motives of the Steel Industry to meet the replaemcnt needs 
and also those of expansion to existing capacities have been 
progressively in reusing in the past few years and arc expected 
to increase considerably in the coming years in view of the 
Steel Development Programme, Till now, the steel plants 
have been depending largely on imports to meet their require- 
menls. With the progressive advance in the manufacturing 
capacities of shunting locomotives within the country, it is 
essential that future requirements should be met, to the 
maximum exLenl possible, from indigenous sources. This 
would result not only in substantial savings in foreign 
exchange but also help reduce inventories of spares. Having 
regard to these factors Government have decided to set up a 
Technical Committee to examine the problem of standardisa- 
tion of locomotives in the appropriate HP ranges to meet the 
requirements of the Steel Industry. The terms of reference 
of this Committee shall be as under : — 

(a) To make a realistic quantitative assessment of the 
requirements for the ten-year period commencing 
from 1974 of locomotives in different HP ranges 
for the existing steel plants for normal replacements 
and for their proposed expansions as well as for the 
three new plants to be set up in the Southern 
region; 

(b) To evolve suitable technical specifications for the 
locomotives keeping in view the special condition 
of operation obtaining in the Steel Industry, includ- 
ing ihe question whether transmission should be 
diesel hydraulic or diesel electric; 

(c) To assess the existing installed capacity available in 
the country for the manufacture of shunting loco- 
motives for the Steel Industry and to recommend 
concrete proposals for augmenting the capacity, to 
the extent considered necessary.

(iii) If he is absent from 3 consecutive meetings of the 
Board without leave of absence from its Chairman, 
or 

(iv) If, in the opinion of the Central Government, it is 
undesirable that he should continue to be a member 
of the Board. 

(i) The Secretary of the Boards, with the approval of the 
Chairman of the Central Board, may invite one or more 
non-official members of other Boards or other persons to 
attend any meeting of a Board, and such members or persons 
shall bp entitled to travelling allowance etc, bb indicated under 
clause (e), 

(j) The Board shall meet at such place and time as may 
be appointed by its Chairman. 

(k) A notice shall be given to every member present in 
India of the time and place fixed for each ordinary meeting 
at least 15 days before such meeting and each member shall 
be furnished with a list of business to be disposed of at that 
meeting. 

Provided that when an emergent meeting is called by the 
Chairman, such notice shall not be necessary. 

(l) No business, which is not on the list, shall bo con- 
sidered by a meeting without the prior permission of the 
Chairman of the Board concerned. 

(m) The Chairman shall preside over the meeting of the 
Board at which he is present. Tf the Chairman is absent 
from any meeting, the members present shall elect one of the 
members to preside over the meeting and the member so 
elected shall, at that meeting exercise all the powers of the 
Chairman. 

(n) Every question at a meeting of the Board shall be 
decided by a majority of voles of the members present and 
voting on that question. Tn the case, of an equal division of 
votes, the Chairman shall give an additional vote. 

(o) The proceedings of each meeting of the Board shall 
he circulated to all members present in India and thereafter 
recorded in a Minute Book, which shall be kept for perma- 
nent record. 

The record of the proceedings of each meeting shall be 
signed by the Chairman of the Board. 

(p) Proposals for expenditure in a Region to be met from 
the proceeds of the Cess shall be considered first by the 
Regional Board. For this purpose, preliminary estimates 
detailing the proposals and ils estimated cost together with 
oilier necessary data shall be prepared by the Regional 
Officers. Ttie proposals together with the Regional Board’s 
recommendation shall then be considered by the Central 
Board. 

Works of developmental nature and labour welfare, costing 
upto Rs. 40.000/- each, may be approved for execution by 
the Regional Boards themselves without referring them to the 
Central Advisory Board for their final recommendations. 

(q) The recommendations of the Central Board shall be 
submitted to the Central Government for acceptance after 
which detailed estimates shall be prepared. The estimates 
shall be sanctioned by competent authority. 

(r) No act or proceeding of the Central Board or any of 
the Regional Boards shall be called in question on the ground 
merely of the existence of any vacancy, in, or defect In the 
constitution of the Central Board, or, as the case may be, 
any of the Regional Boards.
